Both France and England 
Bow in Reverence to 
Heroes Who Died for 
Them, During Observ- 


ance of American Memo- 
ial Day. 


_ BY EDWIN HULLINGER, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 

Paris, May 30.—The Stars and 
Stripes and the tri-color of France 
flew side by side today over every 
American grave in France, while 
doughboys and poilus performed 
the military honors in.a great Me- 
morial day observance by the 
I’'rench nation. 

There were detachments from 
the army of ocdupation at most of 
the cemeteries, but fhere were a 
few remote burial grounds which 
the American troops could not 
reach, and over these graves. de- 
tachments of poiius fired volleys 
for their comrades in arms. 

From every corner of France 
came reports tcenight of a great na- 
tional tribute to the Americans, 
which made it seem aRmost as 
though France had overcome for 
the moment the pangs of losing 
nearly 2,000,000 of her own ‘sons, 
te devote her whole heart to the 
70,000 crusaders from overseas. 

General Allen, commanding the 
Americans on the Rhine, sent every 
available soldier back into France 
in detachments to visit the various 
Scattered cemeteries. 

Ceremonies at Suresnes. 

The principal ceremonies wereat 
Suresnes, where Ambassador Wal- 
lace and Marshal Petain, comman- 
der-in-chief of the French armies. 
Gelivered addresses in memory of 
the dead, followed by a volley from 
a platoon. ' 

Other ceremonies 
Toul, Thiaucourt, Fere-on-Tarde- 
nois, Fiames, Neufchateau. Con- 
trexeville, Vittel, Lemans, St. Na- 
zaire, Dijon, Is-sur-Tille, Langres, 
Rouen, Chalons-sur-Marne, Tours, 
Nevers, Mesves; St. Maixent, Ju- 
vigny, Bordeaux, Marsaillies, Le 
Havre, La Rochelle, Nantes° and 
Lyons. 

At every ceremony the French 
people turned out in their thou- 
sands, trudging along dusty roads 
to bare their heads and pray over 
the graves of their American friends. 
It was noteworthy that children 
were sO numerous, almost every 
child carrying a wreath furnished by 
the Red Cross or a simple bouquet of 
wild flowers plucked from the 
woods and fields over which the 
Americans toiled and a 

The Red Cross in Paris mobilized 
a motor convoy system which car- 
ried most of the American colony 
to the nearby cemeteries. 

Sailors Are Honored. 

At Brest, besides- decorating the 
graves, the French erected a huge 
memorial centopath to the American 
sailors buried there. At Marseilles 
the merchant sailors in port joined 
the American colony in the ceremo- 
nies at the request of the G. A. R., 
and Cleveland Coxe placed a wreath 
On the Lafayette memorial. 

More than 1,000,000 francs Was 
raised by the Paris American colony 
wifich was spent for more than 
70,000 wreaths, or one to a grave. 
The wreaths were distributed in time 
for today’s services. 

Nor wére the gfaves in Belgium, 
Luxemburg and along the Rhine 
neglected, for: the American com- 
mittees had forethought of them. 

Throughout France the ceremo- 
nies were official, the government 
having ordained a national ob- 
servance to reconsecrate the friend- 
Ship of the two countries. Cardinal 
Iaicon, of Rheims, “requested his 
people to offer their prayers for the 
Americans. 

Seenes at Cemetcry. 

The scene at Suresnes cemetery 
éaused the eyes of many gelf-disci- 
Pined soldiers to blink with tears. 

Three batalions of French infan- 
try, four cavalry squadrons and two 
batteries, joined the detachment of 
doushboys down from the Rhine- 
land in paying hdémage to the fellows 
who died for the great cause. 

Thousands of Americans came to 
the ceremonies, but they were as- 
similated by the great multitude of 
French people who trudged to the 
little graveyard atop the high pro- 
mentory dominating the Boise de 
Boulogne. 

The French girls have not for- 
gotten their friends, the Americans, 
for I saw many of them kneeling 
before the white crosses, praying 
devoutly or arranging bunches of 
flowers on the mounds as the col- 
mn of steel-helmeted French troops 
moved away down the hill at th 
close of the ceremony. 

“The heroes who lie there,” said 
Marshal Petain in his address, “are 
not in exile, for France is their sec- 
ond motherland. She loves them and 
she comes to pay them homage to- 
day as though’ they were her sons.” 

‘Ambassador Wallace's Tribute. 

“We cannot add to the honor won 
by these men who digd on the field 
of honor,’ said Ambassador Wallace. 
‘But wecan learnfrom their exam- 
ple and rededicate ourselves to the 
tasks of the peace whieh they died 
to gain. 

“The world has never questioned 
why America entered the war, nor 
whather soldiers foght to achieve. 
It was first to put down the power 
of evil. and then to establish last- 
ing peace among mankind. . ° 
With the allies they won the vic- 
tory. It is for us to maintain the 
Just peace they died to establish. 
The war was fought to make the 
world safe for democracy and not 
for anarchy. The hideous head of 
anarchy, in whatever shape and 
wherever it may be found, must be 
crfished without consideration, with- 
out counting the cost. 

“The twin menaces of anarchy and 
idleness are today the chief ele- 
ments preventing the speedy resto- 
ratioi of the’world to a normal con- 
dition. The peace we helped to win 
phe peace we shall maintain—is a 
peace of justice, law and order. So 
long as this is challenegd, so long 
as this is delayed, in the west, in the 
east, in the north or in the south, 
the work the hero dead began is not 
completed. Be that our task nows 
and hereafter. ’Tis they who gave 
us the torch of civilization as their 
spirits passed on high, and we must 
keep it bright, else neither shail 
we live in peace, nor they sleep in 
peace, in the Argonne, in Picardy 
or On Flanders field.”

A middle western farmer who 
was interviewed recently by a cor- 
New York 
Evening Post, and whose sentt- 
ments wre quoted as being typical 
of those of the American ruralists 
generally, expressed his attitude as 
follows: 


“I have about two-thirds the acre- 
‘mge of last year, and my neighbors 
all have less. We are going to co- 
operate and do our own work as far 
as we can and the wheat we can’t 
harvest can rot, so far as I am con- 
cerned—what’'s the use of gathering 
it at a loss? And next fall I am go- 
ing to sow less. I can’t get help, 
and can’t do it all myself.” 

This farmer attributes the farm 
labor shortage not so much to the 
scarcity of available men as to the 
disinclination of laborers to give a 
full day’s honest work for a full 
day's pay. 

“They seem,” he sald, “to be put- 
ting in time nowadays seeing how 
little the¥Y can do instead of how 
much. I went to town the other day 
tO get two men. In front of the 
movie at the afternoon matinee were 
probably forty husky youths wait- 
ifig for the doors to open—not one 
of ’em would work on a farm. The 
time is going to come some day 
when they will be lining up in front 
of. the newspaper offices waiting 
for a look at the help wanted ads— 
and the sooncr it comes the better, 
according to my notion. Then we

Marietta, Ga.. May 28.—(Special.) 
The owner of one of Marietta’s lead- 
ing apartment houses, who lives in

family “had to have” quarters in 
which to live, and because they 
had been unable to find desirable 
apartments in Atlanta where chil- 
dren were welcome, although no 
objection was offered to pet dogs.

OKLAHOMA DYNAMITERS. 

Georgia agricultural and peace 
authorities may sympathize with 
‘those of our sister southern state 
of Oklahoma, where the dynamiting 
of cattle dipping vats has become 
of such frequent and general oc- 
curence in one county that the 
president of the gtate department 
of agriculture has’ appealed to the 
governor to declare martial law to 
check it and preserve order. 

The -perturbed officig] declared 
to the governor that the farmers 
in three townships of the county 
in question “are in open defiance 
of the law” relative to the dipping 
of catttle as a means of. Texas 
fever tick eradication, and vats 
are being. blown up @& fast as the 
authorities can install them. 

Conditions were never quite as 
bad as that in Georgia; but many 
vats were destroyed and several 
near-tragedies were enacted before 
some of the reaetionary and ob- 
structionist farmers of the one- 
time tick-infested counties of south 
Georgia yielded to the spirit of 
progress and allowed themselves 
to become educated to the fact 
that the campaign against the cat- 
tle tick was being waged for the 
benefit of the farmers themselves 
and that of the live stock industry 
and the community at large, after 
which opposition disappeared. 

So it will be in Oklahoma, for 
human nature is similar wherever 
it is found and rural communities 
of the south are pretty much alike.

“colic,” and worse yet, “wind colic” 
—though what other varieties of 


lexicon I cannot tell you, nor can 
my dad. “Why,’’. the old women de- 
clare, “it’s as plain as the nose on 


your face’—and honest, now, isn’t 
everything else on the face plain- 
er than the nose?—‘just as plain 


as the nose on your face the poor 
critter has the wind coHe, for, can’t 
you see him drawing up his legs? 
That shows his stomach hurts 
him!’ We babies do draw up our 
legs whenever we cry vigorously, 
and lots of times when we don't 
cry. It is one of the few ways we 
have to get a little exercise. Don’t 
khow why, but most mothers and 
most doctors, too, seem to think a 
baby needs no exercise at all, and 
they dress us accordingly. “If I 
was in your place, ma'am, I'd send 
right over to the store and get 
some colic, teething and worm cure 
for that baby, so I would.”

“ARE IN GOOD SHAPE 


A balance of the total estimated 
revenues against the total appro- 
priations fer 1920, as compiled by 
State Comptroller William A, 


to submit to Governor Dorsey, dis- 
closes a deficit of $606,824.63. Ap- 
propriations already made for 1920 
amount to $9,704,616.50. Total es- 
timated revenues are $8,467,79}.87. 
General Wright, however, is easy

The net results of the week’s trad- 
ing were advances of 50 to 66 
points, July closing at 37.90 and 
October at 35.08. 


The better tone in the foreign ex- 
change market and somewhat easier 
money conditions last week encour- 
aged buying to a moderate extent, 
but this demand was largely offset 
by renewed talk of short time 
among New England mills and the 
continued agitation against high 
prices in nearly all markets. A7* 
somewhat better spot demand was | 
reported in some quarters, but it 
was not reflected by any material 
increase in sales at southern spot 
centers, which the trade accepted 
as meaning that the inquiry was 
chiefly for the better grades. which 
are becoming scarcer than ever.

While price ‘Ghaneee last week in 
the principal commodities were not 
particularly marked, except in a 
few instances, the movement toward 
a lower level that was so notice- 
able week before last was again 
quite well defined, there being fif- 
ty-four recessions in the quotations 
received by Dun’s review, as com- 
pared with nineteen advances. Ir- 
regularity continued a conspicuous 
feature in the grain markets, im- 
proved transportation facilities

day afternoon at the Debs socialis- 
tic mass meeting by Seymour Sted- 
man, candidate for vice president 
on the socialistic ticket; James 
O’Neal, associate editor of The New 
York Call, and Otto Branstetter, 
national executive secretary of the 
party. 

Other features were attacks on 
President Wilson and against both 
the democratic and republican par- 
ties, the edministration of either 
of which, t.:ey asserted, is “autoc- 
racy at home identical with im- 
perialism abroad.” 

Red Fringes Debs’ Picture. 

The meeting was held under the 
auBSpices af the socialist party, of 
Atlanta, and its close concluded the 
visit to this city of the eocialist 
delegation, which arrived Saturday 
morning to present formal notifica- 
tion to Eugene V. Debs, inmate of 
the federal penitentiary, that he had 
again been nominated for the pres- 
idency of the United States. An 
enlarged picture of Mr. Debs, the 
frame fringed with a border of red, 
was suspended on the wall above 
the héads of the speakers. 

An audience numbering approxi- 
mately 350 # people heard the 
speeches of the socialist leaders 
and applause was frequent. Mr. 
Onéal, who spoke first, was caustic 
in his choice of words as he ar- 
raigned the president and the capi- 
talistic group. The president he 
charged with placing a gag on the 
lips of every man and woman who 
undertook to exercise free speech 
during the war, several hundred of 
whom, including the presidential 
nominee of. the party, are now ek- 
ing out an existence behind the 
bars. 

“Drage Us Into War.” 

“In 1917,” he asserted, “the man 
who had been elected on the slo- 
gan, ‘He kept us out of war,’ 
dragged us into war and placed a 
Sag on the lips of every human be- 
ing in the country.” He then meg- 
aphoned his ideals of democracy, 
continued the speaker. He styled 
the president the “holy idealist,” 
and suggested to the audience that 
if a person with the Wilson super- 
title should visit the home of any 
one of them the wtse plan would 
be to lock up the silver spoons—if 
they had any. 

The conception of the capitalistic 
class during the war, according to 
the speaker, was that the man who 
made 100 per cent profit was 100 
per cent American; ic a _ person 
made less he was a little American, 
but he said the war developed many 
super-Americans, who made _ 5,000 
per cent profit and more. “And now 
they tell us to produce more,” he 
added. “We now propose,-if pro- 
duction benefits anybody, to see 
that it benefits the toiling masses.”

Socialism,” he said, “proposes 
that all great means and agencies 
for producing and distributing shall 
no longer‘ be thé property for ex- 
Ploiting the masses of the natign, 
but shall pass out of the hands of

Mr. O’Neal declared that the 
country is breaking its pledge “to 
make the world safe for democracy” 
by failure to recognize the inde- 
pendence of Irelané and the plea 
of Egypt and India and other vas- 
sal possessions, 

He then turned t6 a defense of 
the bolaheviki. which he said the 
newspapers, the politicians, the 
bankers and the uystart diplomats 
at Washington had tried to associ- 
ate always in the public mind with 
bloodshed. “They have erected a 
boogey man in Russia and called 
him Bolshevik to fool you.” 

The speech of Mr. Branstetter, 
who followed,. was brief and con- 
sited principally in an attack on 
what he termed “the master class,” 
and on the democratic and republic- 
an parties. He told the voters of 


| the audience that if they wished to 


continue to submit to exploitation, 
vote either the democratic or re- 
publican ticket. He wound up his 
speech with an appeal for funds to 
support the socialist campaign “to 
put the fear of God into the hearts 
of the capitalistis class.” Ready 
response met his appeal and a con- 
siderable sum was contributed to- 
ward the expenses of the campaign. 

Utterances of Mr. Steadman, the 
vice presidential nominee, were more 
conservative than the remarks of 
the preceding -speakers. He said 
the socialist party is coming out 
again after three vears of oppres- 
sion during the war period, and 
asserted that if the movement didn’t 
contain great truths and the high- 
est ideals ft could not make the 
progress it has made. . 

He spoke of the cron of American 
millionaires produced hy the war. 
and said that one of the proposals 
of the socialist-nartvy was to take 
from these profiteers the rewards 
they exacted from the people during 
the war.

It is unfortunate that 
Mr. Lauck relied on the old reports 
of the federal trade commission.

Say Women Having 
But Little Voice 
In Nation’s Politics 


Washington, May 30.—Women 
will have little voice in choosing 
presidential candidates, and prac- 
tically no official part in either of 
the great national conventions, the 
national womars party pointed out

frage amendment is blamed. 

Declaring there will be but 25 
women delegates in the republican 
convention and 69 in the demo- 
cratic, a statement from the party 
said: 

“The 17,000,000 women eligible to 
vote for the next president whether 
or not the federal suffrage amend- 
ment is ratified are thus accorded 
only a 2 per cent representation in 
the choice of the republican nomi- 
nee and only a 6 per cent repre- 
sentation in the choice of the dem- 
oeratic candidate, although women 
from approximately 35 per cent of 
the total number of persons eligible 
to vote for president next Novem- 
ber. .

RHINE COMMISSION 


Paris, May 30.—Pierrepont' B, 
Noyes, American member of the in- 
ter-allied Rhineland commission, 
has resigned that post and his res- 
ignation has been accepted _ in 
Washington, it was stated here to- 
day. All his powers will be taken 
over by Major General Henry T. 
Allen. commander-in-chief of the 
American army of occupationg, who 
will continue Hkewise in military 
authority. 

This will give the United States 
single representation in both civil 
and military affairs in the Rhine- 


land. 

Washington, May 30.—Desire to 
return to hig busmess interests in 
this country, caused Pierrepont. B. 
Noyes, representative of the state 
department in the American occu- 
pied area in Germany, to resign 
his post, it was stated officially to- 
night.
